The  general  situation  regarding  grasshoppers  in  the  Great  Plains  h-as 
not  materially  changed  since  Septemoer.  However,  loca.1  onthreaks  developed 
in  Heoraska  and  threatening  populations  were  ohssrved  in  parts  of  Nevada 
and  Colorado. 

Unusual  damage  to  lawns  'ey  the  green  June  "beetle  was  reported  in  cities 
in  Maryland  and  Kentucky. 

The  Asiatic  garden  beetle  is  much  more  rrunerous  on  Long  Island  than  it 
was  at  this  time  last  year, 

A severe  outbreak  of  the  wheat  wireworm  developed  late  in  the  season  in 
Verm^ont . 

Populations  of  chinch  b'ags  in  late  s''ammer  were  sc  extensive  thak  ento- 
mologists of  the  East-Central  and  West-Central  Stakes  held  a corkerence  dur- 
ing the  month  to  organize  for  a possible  control  campaign  next  spring  -and 
suimner , 

The  codling  moth  sit-aation  has  not  materially  changed  since  our  last 
report,  but  the  San  Jose  scale  has  been  observed  in  increasing  numbers  from 
the  New  England  Stakes  to  Georgia  and  in  Wisconsin, 

The  tomato  pinworm  is  again  appealing  in  troublesome  numbers  in  south- 
eastern Pennsylvania,  In  addition  to  damaging  tomatoes  grown  under  glass, 
it  heavily  infested  numerous  outdoor  plantings. 

The  pine  needle  scale  has  been  found  unus'ually  abundant  from  tiie  Hew 
England  States  westward  through  Ohio  to  Wisconsin. 

huring  the  month  the  gladiolus  thrips  v/as  collected  f or  the  first  tme 
in  Colorado. 


Serious  damage  by  the  tortricid  leaf  tier  Plekynota.  stultana  Wals.  was 
reported  from  a large  commercial  rose-growing  plant  in  northern  Virginia. 

Prom  10  to  15  percent  of  the  new  growth  was  damaged.  This  is  apparently  the 
first  record  of  this  insect  east  of  Mexico  end  California.

The  screw/situation  in  Texas  is  much  more  serious  than  it  was  last  month. 
Thro-aghout  the  Gulf  coasr  district  this  insect  is  reported  as  being  more 
aouncLant  trnn  it  has  been  in  several  years. 

Stable  flies  were  so  numerous  in  the  northwestern  part  of  Elorida  that 
cattle  spent  the  daylight  hours  in.  ponds  and  streams  to  avoid  their  bites, 
which  res‘’dlted  in  materially  reducing  the  milk  uroduction.

Florida.  J.  R.  Watson  (OctoDer);  Grasshoppers,  chiefly  Schistocerca  americana 
Drury, are  very  ahundant, 

Illinois,  W.  P.  Flint  (October  24):  Grasshoppers  are  relatively  scarce.  Condi- 
tions for  egg  laying  have  been -very  good,  but  the  small  numbers  of  insects 
present  this  fall  would  not  lead  one  to  expect  serious  trouble  in  1934. 

Minnesota.  A,  G.  R-uggles  (October)  : Egg  surveys  shov;  few  in  the  western  part  of 
the  State,  but  an  increase  in  the  eastern  counties.  Grasshoppers  were  ’’licked'! 
badly  in  Minnesota  this  year;  conditions  are  back  to  nearly  normal,* 

Mississippi.  N.  L.  Douglas  (October  16):  The  differential  grasshopper  (Melanoplus 


differential is  Thos.)  is  moderately  abundant  in  Yalobusha,  Grenada,  and 
Montgomery  Counties.  -■.-•'s.-i- 

Nebraska.  M.  H.  Swenk  (October  20):  A local  outbreak  of  grasshoppers  occurred 

in  western  Perkins  County  dtiring  the  middle  of  October;  the  insects  were  report^ 
ed  to  be  taking  winter  wheat  in  places. 

Utah.  G.  F.  Knowlton  (October  18):  Gra^sshoppers  are  scarce  to  moderately  abundant] 
in  northern  Utah,  where  they  are  laying  eggs. 

Nevada,  G.  Schweis  (October  18):  Grasshoppers  in  various  portions  of  v/estern 

Nevada  have  been  under  observation  for  the  past  several  weeks;  oviposition  has 
been  heavy.  Many  of  these  oviposition  areas  liave  been  mapped  and  preparation 
will  be  made  for  early  spring  control  programs. 

Colorado.  G.  M.  List  (October):  Grasshoppers  are  moderately  abundant  in  a number 
of  localities.  Egg  laj^ing  will  be  rather  heavy  in  limited  areas  in  Boulder, 
Douglas,  and  Montez-'oma  Counties.  If  good  weather  continues,  there  may  be 
enough  eggs  deposited  in  a number  of  foothill  localities  to  make  control 
measures  necessary  next  season. 

WHITE  GRUBS  (Phyllophaga.  spp.) 


Maryland.  E.  N.  Cory  (October  23):  Many  reports  are  coming  in  with  regard  to 
v/hite-grub  injury  on  lawns  in  various  parts  of  the  State.  The  infestation 
seems  to  be  quite  generally  serious  on  the  v?e stern  shore. 

Kentucky.  W.  A.  Price  (October  24):  White  grubs  are  very  abundant.  -i 

GRE'EN  JULY]  BEETLE  (Cot inis  nitida  L . ) 

Maryland.  E.  N.  Cory  (October  9):  Found  in  a lawn  at  Eccleston,  Baltimore  County. 

Kentucky.  W.  A.  Price  (September  23):  Following  heavy  rains  during  early 

September,  larvae  emerged  from  lavms  in  Arcadia  Park  and  crawled  on  iheir  backs  ; 
to  the  street.  They  were  unable  to  crawl  back  over  the  curb  stones  and  were  9 
thus  trapped.'  Because  of  odor  coming  from  the  dead  ones,  the  neighbors  swept  9 
up  the  dead  and  living  larvae  each  morning.  . More  than  a gallon  of  these  grubs  9 
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was  removed  each  day  coveririg  a period  of  4 days  (faring  the  week  of  September 
17.  (October  24):  . : Larvae  of_  this  pest  'nave  ruined  many  lawns  in  Lexington, 
particularly  where  grass  cuttings  have  'been  t'nrown  in  piles  near  the  lawn. 

Ala’oama.  J.  M.  Ro'oinson  (Ccto'oer  20) : -Ihe  gru'bs  are  very  ah'ondant  at  Clanton 
where  strawberry  plants  are  being  destroyed.

United  States.  U.  S.  Dept.  Agr,  Office  of  Inform-ation,  Press  Service  (October): 

At  Portland,  Me.,  52  Japa.nese  beetles  were  captnored  during  the  season  and  at 
Waterville  139  'beetles.  At  Salamanca,  II.  Y.,  12  beetles  were  found.  A 
vigorous  eradication  canrpedgn  to  exterminate  an  established  infestation  is  in 
progress  at  Drie,  Pa.  Tlie  points  in  Maryland  at  which  10  or  more  'beetles  were 
captured  include  Bethesda,  Bladensbiarg,  Chevy  Chase,  Eyattsville,  Piverdale, 
Silver  Spring,  and  liurlock.  At  Keyse.r,  17.  Va, , the  capt‘‘jre  of  25  beetles  is 
reported. 

Vermont.  H.  L.  Bailey  (October  24):  The  Japanese  beetle  is  scarce.  One  specimen 
v/as  found  in  a trap  at  Burlington,  riiis  was  the  only  one  recorded  in  t'ne 
northern  half  of  Vermont,

Connecticut.  W.  2.  Britton  (Octo'c-er  24):.  This  is  t’ne  first  evidence  of  injury 
by  t'nis  beetle  in  Hew  Haven. 

Hew  York.  C.  E.  Hadley  (October  23):  Q-r-abs  are  more  rrmnerous  at  Jeric'no  this 

fall  than  at  this  time  last  year.  At  Locust  Valley  we  are  finding  an  average 
of  20  grubs  to  a sqvare  foot  in  ground  that  has  'been  C'oltivated  all  the  season. 

WHEAT  WIHEWOBIvi  (Aariotes  mane  us  Say) 

Vermont,  H.  L,  Bailey  (October  24):  Reports  'nave  been  received  of  serious  damage 
to  potatoes  by  wheat,  wireworms  in  Franklin  and  Was'nington  Counties.  Earlier 
reports  of  severe  damage  to  corn  in  Win dd'am  County  indicate  generally  heavy 
infestation  in  the  State, 

CUTWORMS  (Hoctuidae) 

Missouri.  L,  Haseman  (Septem'oer  22);  Adults  of  the  'clack  cutworm  (Agro tis  \U)silon 
Rott.)  are  quite  a'ovndant.  Variegated  cutworms  (Lyc ouho tia  rna/r gari to sa.  saucia 
Hon.)  are  rather  ab'Xndant  and  heavily  uarasitized  by  a fly. 
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Kansas,  H.  R.  Bryson  (October  24);  Cutworms  (Reltia  ducens  Walk.)  have  been 

unusually  abundant  this  fall  in  the  vicinity  of  Manhattan...  Individuals  were 
sufficiently  numerous  to  check  the  growth  of  new  shoots  arising  from  the  crov/ns 
•of  alfalfa  plants  after  the  crop  v/as  mowed  in  the  muddle-  of  ..-September,  Recent 
observations  following  cold  nights  reveal  a large  number  of  dead  lamvae;  and 
at  this  writing  all'  have  disappeared.  ’ . 

MOiJARCH  3IJTTERRLY  (Banaus  meniip-pe  Eab.) 

Maryland.  E.  h.  Cory  (October  4);  A flight  of  monarch  butterflies  was  located 
on  September  30  at  Point  Lookout,,  the  southernmost  tip  of  Maryland  along,  the ' 
Potomac  River,  On  October  2 the  large  flight  settled  at  Piney  Point  near  the 
lighthouse,  the  keeper  of  which  informed  us  that  the  butterflies  appeared 
there  annuully.  This  flight  took  off  across  the  Potomac  River  on  October  4 at 
8 a.n.  The  butterflies  came  in  in  the  lake  afternoon  in  such  nui'flbers  that  the 
people  v.'alking  about  the  grounds  of  the  lighthouse  were  constantly  being 
struck  by  the  flying  butterflies.  At  5 o’clock,  when  the  writer  was  there, 
the  butterflies  had  begmi  to  cluster  on  the  southern  and  southeastern  sides 
of  cedar  trees  and  locust  bushes.  A large  number  were  collected,  all  of 
which  app.ear  to  be  newly  emerged  or  at  least  undamaged  specim.ens. 

F.  C.  Bishopp  (September  13);  Th  monarch  butterfly  was  observed  in  laxge 
numbers  on  tree  trunks  near  the  water  in  Anne  Arundel  County,  near  Annapolis., 

Texas.  0.  G.  Babcock  (October  21);  There  v/as  a general  southward  migration  of 
the  m.onarch  butterfly  d'oring  the  week  of  October  1 to  7.  They  were  common 
everywhere  over  the  range  country  and  gathered  in  considerable  numbers  upon 
flowers  about  residences.  There  are  now  only  a very  few  left. 

A PYRALID  (Pachyzancla  uhae op te rails  C^iaen.)  , ' . 

Louisiana.  C.  E.  Smith  and  P.  K.  Harrison  (October  28);  The  Larvae  have  been  very 
destructive  to  past'Ure  and  other  sod  gra.sses  over  considerable  areas  of 
southern  Louisiana  duming  September  and  October.  It  was  first  observed  in 
St.  James  Parish  on  September  19.  Reports  have  been  received  that  the  injury 
v;as  first  noticed  about  September  1.;  On  October  25,  Mr.  Callaway.,  reiDor ted 
that  large  rramhers  of  the  moth  were  present  in  his  parish  during  the  last  part 
of  September  and  entered  residences  and  public  buildings  in  annoying  numbers. 
The  larvae  continued  damaging  sodland  grasses  -antil  about  October  15,  at 
which  tri'ne  a good  rain  occurred.  During,  the  la.tter  part  of  September,  a report 
of  severe  damage  to  pasture  grasses  was -received  from  Dutchtovm.  (Ascension 
Parish),  On  the  night  of  Sej^tenber  20,  -'large  numbers  of  the  moth  were 
observed  hovering  over  lawns,  golf  courses,  etc.,.,  at  Ba.ton  Rouge.  By  October 
15,  lamval  damage  to  these  sod  grasses  was  in  evidence,  and  by  the  20th. 
considerable  areas  had  been  completely  void  ■ of  ClII  green  groy;th.  ' The  damage 
has  continued  and  at  this  time  the  sods  of  many  lawns  and.  considerable  a.reas 
of  other  sodlands  appear  as  dead  - nothing  green  in  evidence  remains.  For 
several  days  now^  a few  moths  have  been  issuing  from  this  destructive  brood 
at  Baton  Rouge.

Ohio.  T.  H.  RarV^^g^Qc^toher  25):  The  chinch  h’jg  is  more  ah'andant  thian  us’oal. 

The  out  standing/ injuries  of  the  year  were  caused  hy  the  codling  moth  and 
chinch  hug.  The  months  of  J'<ane  and  July  were  very  favorable  for  chinch  hugs, 
which  developed  a hea'v’y  second  generation. 

Illinois,  P,  Flint  (October  24):  Fall  flights  continued  d'oring  the  early 
part  of  the  month  and  about  SO  percent  of  the  hugs  ai"e  now  in  hibernation. 

The  weather  was  very  favorable  for  hibernation  flights,  and  there  will 
probably  be  only  a moderate  winter  mortality. 

Iowa.  C.  J.  Dralre  (October  26):  The  chinch  bug  situation  in  Iowa  appears  very 

serious.  There  has  been  a considera.ble  spread  by  the  adults  of  both  the  first 
and  second  generations.  We  expect  a further  spread  again  next  spring.  Biotic 
conditions  iiave  been  very  fa.vorable  for  the  chinch  bug  this  summer  and  fall, 

Iowa.  H.  E.  Jaques  (October)  : The  chinch  b-jg  is  very  abundant  in  the  south- 
eastern corner  of  the  Stats  from  Union  County  eastward  and  covering  the 
southern  two  tiers  of  counties.  The  insect  has  also  been  observed  in  moderate 
numbers  in  the  third  tier  of  counties  from  Uarren  County  eastward. 

Missouri.  L.  Easeman  (September  22):  Over  the  northern  3.nd  northeastern  part  of 
the  State  the  situation  is  very  threatening.  The  chinch  bug  is  more  abundant 
in  corn  than  for  many  years. 

South  Dakota.  H.  C.  Severin  (October  5):  'Tlie  chinch  b-cg  is  scarce. 

Eebrasla.  M.  K.  Swenk  (October  21):  The  chinch  b^og  is  moderately  to  very  abundant 
in  southeastern  and  south-central  Nebraska. 

Kansas.  H.  B.  Hungerford  (October  24):  Chinch  bugs  are  moderately  abundano;  not 
so  afoundant  as  last  year.

J.  Headlee  and  assistants  (October  7):  The  corn  ear  wom  is  very 
abundant ,

late  planted  fields  in  Hocking  Co'onty.  ReiDort  from;  the  county  agent 
indicates  that  at  least  one  of  these  fields  is  s'ufiering  severe  infestation 
with  scarcely  any  ears  free  from  damage.  The  worms  are  still  feeding  on  the 
dry  corn. 
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Ze-.^tMC'^v.  W.  A.  Price  (October  24);  The  corn  ear  wonn  is  very  abundant  on  corn 
and  green  tonatoes.  It  continues  to  be  a serious  pest  on  bate  sweet  corn  and 
green  tomatoes. 

■Wisconsin.  E.  L.  Chambers  (September  27);  The  corn  ear  worm  was  worse  than  normal 
during  the  past  s'lmmer,  being  very  abundant  on  sweet  corn  and  quite  commonly 
reported  on  field  corn, 

Minnesota.  A.  G.  Ruggles  (October);  The  corn  ear  worm  is  very  abnnidant. 

South  Dal'iota,  H.  C.  Severin  (October  5);  In  the  small  amount  of  corn  we  liave 
this  year  the  corn  ear  worm  is  extremely  abundant. 

Iov;a.  H.  S.  Jaoues  (October);  The  corn  ear  worm  has  been  very  abundant  in  the 
northwestern  part  of  the  Sta.te  and  prevalent  throughout  the  entire  State, 

Missouri.  L.  Kaseman  (September  22);  Late  sweet  corn  is  ra.ther  badly  infested 
in  central  Missouri,  Field  corn  is  less  severely  damaged  than  in  some  years. 

Alabama.  J.  M.  Hobinson  (October  20);  The  corn  ear  worm  is  moderately  abundant 
on  corn  at  Brswton  and  Lothan. 


Kansas,  H.  R.  Bryson  (October  24);  The  corn  ear  'vvorm  has  been  unusually 

destractive  to  late  sweet  corn,  kafir  heads,  tomatoes and  peppers.  Late 
tomatoes  were  injured  more  than  they  have  been  for  several  years,  The  larvae 
were  very  abundant  in  alfalfa  fields. 


Oklahoma.  C.  F.  Stiles  (October  2);  This  insect  has  caused  considerable  damage 
to  cotton  throughout  some  sections  of  the  State. 

H.  C.  Young  (October  4);  The  cotton  boll  worm  wa^s  more  numerous  in  south- 
eastern Oklahoma  during  the  past  season  than  d’oring  any  of  the  recent  years. 
In  many  fields  it  caused,  considerably  more  damage  than  the  weevil  this  year, 

EUROPEAIl  CORN  BORER  (Fyrausta  nubilalis  Hbn.) 

■Vermont.  H.  L.  Bailey  (October  24);  A survey  started  recently  in  Chittend.en 
County  show's  populations  of  from  2 to  20  larvae  per  square  rod  in  debris  of 
old  cornfields  and  greater  numbers  in  fields  of  early-planted  corn. 


Massachusetts.  A.  I.  Bourne  (October  24);  The  European  corn  borer  is  muderately 
abundant  generally,  and  is  present  in  greater  abundance  than  last  year, 
particularly  in  the  Connecticut  Valley.  In  a number  of  home  gardens  the 
infestation  was  severe  enough  to  cause  appreciable  loss.  This  record  is  of 
interest  locally  in  the  Connecticut  Valley  since  it  is  the  first  season  that 
any  appreciable  amo’ont  of  damage  lias  occurred  there.

In  the  Ginlf  coast  section  screw  woras  were  reported  to  be  Uiore  abundant  this 
fall  than  at  any  other  time  in  several  seasons.-  Stockmen  along  the  coast  in 
Jackson  County  reported  a 35  percent  infestation  in  their  cattle  and  calves.

Y.  7,  King  (October  6):  Very  large  n-ambers  of  the  stalcle  fly,  or  ’’dog 
fly"  as  it  is  known  in  Florida,  ha.ve  been  reported  frem  some  localities  of 
the  northwestern  coast  section  of  Plorida.  A correspondent  writes  of  swarms 
of  these  flies  which  run  cattle  into  the  lakes,  creeks,  and  bayous,  close 
up  shammer  resorts,  etc,  "Dairies  ha'/e  their  production  lowered  from  20  to 
50  per  cent  in  a ’peek’s  time.  P'ensacola  Bea.ch  is  practically  ruined  afher 
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the  ■be.;:;iniiin':  of  the  dog-fly  soason,  It  is  alDsolute  torture  to  stay  in 
the  open  if  you  are  at  all  quiet  during  this  period.  Fishermen  many  miles 
from  shore  have  difficulty  in  staying  out  during  a land  "breeze.  Bathers  are 
particularly  attractive,  the  pest  preferring  to  feed  on  a wet  skin,  and  one 
must  keep  all  of  one’s  Body  immersed  continuously  or  he  hitten  hy  these 
voracious  pests."

M.  List  (October);  Zne  more  common  practice  of  carrying  over  grain, 
wnich  "nas  been  followed  the  last  two  or  thuree  years,  apparently  'nas  been 
responsible  for  a marked  increase  in  stored-uroduct  insects,  the  granary 
weevil  being  the  most  comnon  one  reported.  Many,  small  holdings  of  gra.in  are 
being  badly  damaged.

L.  were  recently  received  from  Greenwood  in  Leflore  County  and  from 
Iv'onticello  in  Lawrence  County  with  reports  that  they  were  very  troublesome 
in  kitchens.  Camponotus  herculeanus  p e nn sy 1 van i cu s DeG.  was  reported  on 
September  25  as  abundant  on  the  porch  of  a home  at  Meridian  in  Lauderdale 
Connty, 

Kentucky.  W.  A.  Price  (October  24):  Very  large  swarms  of  Lasius  claviger  Roger 

have  occurred  in  yards  during  the  past  two  weeks  in  Lexington  and  Mt.  Sterling.

District  of  Columbia.  P.  D.  Sanders  (October  9)  : Coiiplaints  have  come  from 

se'^eral  large  department  stores  in  Washington  of  cockroaches  eating  the  black 
water  paint  from  sign  cards  in  their  shop  ?/indows.  Trap  collections  in  one 
of  these  stores  showed  Blatta  oriental is  L.  to  be  more  numerous  than 
Blattella  germanica.

Larvae  of  XantPiOpastis  antiilium  Eyar  (Eet.  U.S.)  were  stripping  the  leaves 
of  a lily  (H\nrne  nocall  is  sp.)  at  Mayag'uez  on  July  15.  An  adult  was  reared. 

HEMIPTERA 

Adults  of  Morrnidea  august  at  a 'Stal.  (Eet.  H.  G.  Barber)  were  numerous  on 
the  flower  stalks  of  crotalaria  at  Manati  August  15.  (C.G.A.) 

A heavy  infestation  of  s.dults  and  nymphs  of  Phthia  pic ta  Erury  (Eet.  H.G.B.) 
were  preventing  tomatoes  from  gro7/ing  and  ripening  properly  at  Bayam.on  on 
August  22,  There  v/ere  five  or  six  plants  in  this  garden.  (A.  S.  Mills.)
